Import Duties.

Exemptions. 
The following imports are admitted free of duty = 
(Under the Customs Amalgamation Ordinance, 1918.) 


1. All goods on which has been paid the full import duty imposed on them by virtue of any 
law in force in the Colony and Protectorate of Kenya. 


(Under the East Africa Protectorate Customs Tariff Ordinance, 1909, and amending Ordinances.) 


2. Personal baggage consisting of wearing apparel and other articles of personal use, as are 
in actual use at the time of importation or have been actually in use previously, and are the 
property of the person whose baggage is being passed or by any member of such person’s family. 

3. Bicycles, binoculars, photographic cameras, and sewing machines which have been used, 
and instruments intended for the professional use of passengers forming part of the passengers’ 
baggage and not intended for trading purposes. 

4. Goods when imported by or purchased prior to clearing through the Customs by and for 
the use of the Government of the Colony and Protectorate of Kenya or of the Uganda Protectorate. 

5. All horses and mules. 

6. Other live stock imported for breeding purposes, provided that :— 

(a) All such live stock shall, in order to be admitted free of duty, be of a class which in the 
opinion of the examining Veterinary Officer is likely to improve the existing stock of the country ; 

(6) Live stock for the purpose of this exemption means cattle, sheep, goats, donkeys, swine, 
ostriches and poultry. 

7. Goods imported by or consigned direct to officers or men on board vessels of His Majesty’s 
Navy, for their personal use or consumption. 

If goods imported by a merchant are sold to His Majesty’s Navy such goods shall be treated 
as goods re-exported. 

8. Ships or vessels imported entire or in section. 

9. Material for the construction and maintenance of railways, tramways and roads. 

10. Trees, plants, and seeds intended for cultivation. 

11. Tombstones and ornaments for graves, memorial windows, tablets and brasses. 

12. Coal. 

13. Maps. 

14. Gold bullion. 

15. Coin admitted to circulation in the Protectorate. 

16. Agricultural implements and machinery and all apparatus and plant usually and 
principally employed in farming operations. 

17. Sheep and cattle medicines whether for internal or external application. For the purpose 
of this exemption, medicines shall be deemed to include powder and other preparations for the 
composition of sheep and cattle dips and licks. 

18. Manures and Insecticides. 

19. Industrial Machinery; not including electric cable or wire or the posts for carrying the 
same (See Exemption 37). 

20. Printed matter; which term shall include newspapers, periodicals, literature, fashion 
seal pamphlets, music, trade catalogues, price lists, show cards, calendars, and all printed or 
ithographed matter used or intended to be used solely for advertising purposes. 

21. Othcers’ Uniforms, vz.:—the uniform of a Naval, Military, or Protectorate Officer, 
including the necessary arms, badges, and accoutrements thereto. 

22. Regimental plate, furniture and other mess fittings and band instruments the property of 
any Regimental Mess or the joint property of the Officers of any Regimental Mess. 

23. Officers’ camp furniture and fittings imported as a necessary part of their equipment. 
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Import Duties—contd. 


24. Goods imported for use of His Majesty’s Land and Sea Forces in the Uganda Protectorate 
on satisfactory proof to the Commissioner of Customs that they have been imported solely for the 
use of His Majesty’s Land and Sea Forces and are the property of His Majesty. 

25. All articles necessary for maintaining telegraphic communication between Uganda and 
other parts of the world. 

26. All coats of arms, flags, seals and official stationery and such other goods as the Governor 
may from time to time by notice in the Official Gazette declare to be within the exemption in 
respect of any consulate imported by a Consular Officer on presentation by him at the Customs 
House of a certificate given by the Consulate for which they are destined, that the articles are for 
its exclusive use. 

27. Cups, medals, or other trophies imported for presentation or presented as prizes at 
examinations, shows, or other public competitions, for excellence in art, bravery, good conduct, 
humanity, industry, invention, manufactures, learning, science, skill, or sport, or honourable or 
meritorious public services; provided that such articles shall on importation or delivery free from 
the Customs bear engraved or otherwise indelibly marked on them the name of the presenter or 
presentee and the occasion or purpose for which presented. 

28. Wire and wire-netting, for fencing, droppers, gates, hurdles, posts, standards, strainers, 
staples, stiles, winders, and other materials or fastenings of metal ordinarily used for agricultural 
or railway fencing. 

29. Empty bags (other than paper bags) and crates or boxes, whole or in sections, for 
flour, manure, produce, sugar, wool, coal and minerals, and bagging and sacking in the piece and 
binding twine. 

30. Bands and belting of all kinds for driving machinery. 

31. Motor vehicles suitably constructed for, and intended to be usually and principally 
employed in, the conveyance of goods; and spare parts of such motor vehicles. 

32. The luggage, equipment and stores imported by the Inspector General, King’s African 
Rifles, or his Staff Officer, for the use of the said Officers or either of them whilst travelling on 
duty, 

’ 33. Electric cable or wire, the posts for carrving the same and all other material required for 
the purposes of generating, storing, or distributing electric energy, whether for power or lighting, 
on satisfactory proof to the Commissioner of Customs that such articles and materials have been 
imported solely for such purposes. Such exemption shall not include lamps or their fittings or 
material, other than industrial machinery required for the purpose of using electric energy. 

34. Drugs and medicines imported for bona fide medicinal purposes and rectified spirit to 
be used solely in the compounding of drugs and medicines.

GENERAL INFORMATION REGARDING THE INDUSTRY AND THE POSSIBILITIES OF DEVELOPMENT. 


The Minzira Forest is being exploited by the Government. 

The Tanganyika portion (approximately 60 square miles) (South Buddu) of Minzira Forest having 
been leased to the Uganda Government for a period of 10 years, lumbering operations will be carried out on 
a considerably larger scale as more machinery and plant are available. The saw mill is situated on 
Busungwe Island. 

Work is done on a smaller scale in Budongo Forest (Bunyoro, Northern Province) with hand saws. 

Private companies have saw mills inthe Nabugulo Forest and Mabira Forest in Buganda and at 
Ivangain Busoga. A syndicate has commenced operations on the Eastern and Northern slopes of Mount Elgon. 

The bulk of timber is utilised locally—the possibilities of development and exploitation, especially of 
uivule in Busoga, are considerable, but more machinery and improved means of transport are required.

(a) Apart from Limestone, which is quarried by the P. W. D. at Tororo for the purposes of lime-making, there is at present no 
mining or quarrying of any kind done in this country, with the exception of clay-digging for the manufacture of bricks (a small industry in 
the hands of Indians and Europeans) and surfacing or very shallow mining by natives for iron ores used in the manufacture of their tools 
and weapons. For the last two industries no returns are available; the quantity of limestone quarried in 1921 was approximately 20,265 

unds. 
a (b) The area of the Protectorate subjected to preliminary Geological Survey during the year under review was approximately 8,000 
square miles, of which 800 square miles were surveyed in detail. Indications of several valuable mineral substances have been discovered, 
but at the moment iron (Hematite, Magnetite and Limonite) is the only mineral—apart from materials for building purposes such as 
stones, murram, ets.—which is certainly known to exist in great quantity.

THE WEATHER OF 1921. 
Rainfall. 


The outstanding feature of the weather was the low rainfall which prevailed 
generally throughout the Protectorate. In practically all districts the rains were below 
normal, in some districts considerably so. 


The spring rains were late in commencing, particularly in the Eastern Province, 
where a famine was feared owing to the partial failure of native food crops, consequent 
to the dry conditions. 


The following table shows the deviations from the averages of the last 10 years
